"Herein Dr, Winslow has recorded the evolution of the history of epidemiology.

"The book covers all types of- poisoning from the metallic and natural plant and ir 

animal poisons’ to the food-borne bacterial —_—" and infections that go under the ar

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name of food poisoning.- Quite pronerly most space is given to botulism, salmonella 
poisoning and the more recently recognized staphylococcus and alpha-strentococcus © 
poisonings. Descriptions of famous outbreaks are graphically, even dramatically told, 
not, of course, for popular appeal but to illustrate points of epidemiology that 
might otherwise be unbelievable. Who, for example, would look for late botulism in 
the unfortunate man who ran to a fire at Grafton, North Dakota--except as it was 
known that he had partaken of botulinic food with some friends, who had died one 
after another in the previous eight days? Who in the early days of reports of the 
salmonella outbreaks could have told whether they were intoxications or infections, 
although the case of the Belgian sanitary inspector who deliberately ate the salmon- 
ella sausages was indicative. After carefully debating the evidence, Dr. Dack con- 
cludes that 'the evidence at the present. time is overwhelmingly in favor of..... 
infection and that toxins or toxic substances play no role.' 

"It is a feature of the book that the staphylococcus and alpha-streptococcus 
poisonings are adequately presented. This has not been so in former handbooks on 
food poisoning, because only in recent years have Dr, Dack and his associates 
recognized and properly characterized them. With the clear distinctions in time of 
onset, symptomatology, specific agents and their detection given, the book becomes a 
virtual manual of procedure for the information of all those PERSO any concerned 
in outbreaks-of food poisoning."-—Elizabeth F. McCoy - 


METHODS FOR DIAGNOSTIC BACTERIOLOGY. Second Edition. Isabelle G. Schaub and HM. 
Kathleen Foley. C. V. Mosby Company, St, Louts (1943) 430 pages. $3.50

pathogenic bacteria in hospitals and clinical laboratories. It is divided into three 
sections; Bacterial Diagnosis, Serological Diagnosis, and Formula and Methods for 
preparing 3acterial Media, Stains and Reagents. 

"It. is comprehensive in its scope and clear and direct in its explanations. It 
contains not only the methods which have proved their worth by long usage, but the 
more recent methods which are becoming a part..of routine laboratroy procedures. In 
addition, opposite each page there is a blank page so that oither methods or comments 
can be added by the laboratorian.

MUNICIPAL AND RURAL SANITATION. Y. M. Ehlers and E. W. Steel. McGraw-Hill Book 
Company, Inc., New York (1943) Third Edition, 449 pages, $4.00 

- "This book deals. with the. control of environmental sanitation affecting the 
health and comfort of man. The environmental conditions considered are diverse, 
varying from excreta disposal with and without water carriage, to water supplies, 
refuse, mosquito, flies and rodents, milk and food, plumbing, ventilation and air- 
conditioning, light, housing, school sanitation, industrial hygiene, tourist camps, 
swimming pools, etc. 

"It is not the aim of the authors to give a comprehensive view of all these 
subjects as a volume could be devoted to each one of them, but they have done a 
service in bringing together within one volume the pertinent information available. 
The information has been gleaned from the authors' personal experiences, books and 
material published in literature, The material is treated from a practical view- 
point. The problems connected with rural population, small communities and 
institutions is emphasized. The generalizations are not documented with tabulations 
which would make the book unwicldy. The illustrations are excellent and the diagrams 
are designed so as to enable a person with some bytaerres skill to construct the 
different units.

IN MEMORIAM 


Leslie. Tillotson Webster 
1894 — 1943 


"Dr. Webster, Member of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research, died 
July 12; 1943, in his forty-ninth year... 

"He was born in New York City on July 23, 1894; received his A.B. diploma from 
Amherst College in 1915 -——- Amherst honored him with a D.Sc. degree twenty years 
later —- and his M.D. degree at Johns Hopkins Medical School in 1919. After a year 
in the Pathology Department there, he became an Assistant at the Rockefeller 
Institute; he was made an Associate Member in 1927 and a Member in 1934. In 1924 he 
married Emily Johnston de Forest, II; her devotion to him and his work was an inspir- 
ation to those who knew them. Mrs. Webster, his father a sister, three sons, and a 
daughter survive him. 

"Dr. Webster's work was in the field of experimental epidemiology, especially the 
factors concerned in the spread of. epidemics of infectious diseases and in the 
development of resistance to them; of poliomyelitis, rabies, -and the encephalitis 
viruses and the diseases caused by them, and the various means of their prevention. 

At the time of his. death he was Chairman of the National Research Council's 

Committee on the Maintenance of Pure Genetic Strains, was a collaborator in the work 
of the Neurotropic Virus Commission of the United States Army, and had under way 
studies (with his associate, Dr. Howard A. Schneider). on the influence of dietary 
factors on resistance and susceptibility to infectious diseases. 

"In his work on experimental epidemiology, Dr. Webster became the foremost in- 
vestigator of this subject in America. He coneluded that the host factor, as well as 
the dosage of the infective agent, controlled the spread. of epidemics, since he dis- 
covered that the virulence of the infective agent remained stable. He also devised a 
quantitative methodology for experimental epidemiology by means of which the natural 
phenomena of infections and their spread could be reproduced, In a Harvey Lecture 
(1932) he summarized his original views which.proved to be of fundamental importance. 

"Dr. Webster found the varying resistance of individuals to infection to be in- 
heritable; by inbreeding he developed strains of mice highly susceptible, and others 
liighly resistant to specific infection by viruses and by bacteria. He was one of the 
Pioneers in the use of the albino mouse for studies in experimental infection with 
Viruses. In his investigations on neurotropic viruses he developed the mouse inocu~ 
lation test for diagnosis and for measuring the immunogenic potency of vaccines. 

With Dr, J. Casals he devised an effective, single-dose, irradiated, rabies vaccine, 
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‘His book RABIEG. and is valuable in efforts.to control the 
“disease.
